Peru. Uit officiele kommanikatien vaa Pere 
veraeemt men, det de beeryder president ven 
Guaysquii, na eene korte reis van 25 dagen te 
Lime is aangekormen. Geoersal Sente Cruz 
met zyne troepen heeft Desaguaders en Loa Pez 
in bezit genomen ; deze laatste plauts was de 
eerste, or zich onafhankelyk te verklaren.— 
De vyand heeft eenige gedecitelyke neerla- 
geo gebad ;en de afdeeling van den Spaanschen 
generaal Olafete, werd tevens gedreigd door

heode!d, om dat by afgezet is geworden van zy 
ne presidentschap, volgens eene akte van dat 
ligchaem, vóór dat hy Calleo verlieten bad. Na 
det genereel Canterac, Lima ontruimd hed, 
werd generaal Tagie tot opperhoefd benoemd 
door eep besluit van generaal Sucre, volgens 
eene door het koogree verleende magt aan deze; 
Tegle, vergaderde de ontbondene kamer weder 
en herstelde het vertegenwoordigende gouverne 
ment van Peru, in de uitoefening van derzelver 
wetgevende functien. let kongres verkiaerde 
dadeiyk, Riva Aguero (toen in [ruxitlo) ais een 
gerangen, op klegte van hoog verraad, en be- 
geemde Tegle tut president der Republiek. —

der van Coiombie ; deze zocht door zachte mid- 
delen, de oorzaak der tweedragt uit den weg 
te raimen,

het Peruasnoche kongres heeft de behoude- 
nis zyner Republiek aan den beeryder toever- 
troowd, met alle onbepaalde magt die noodze- 
kelyk in werking moet gebragt worden, om 
deze belengryke en glansryke taak te volbren- 
gen. 

By da verschyoing van den berryder ia de 


korgres zual, in bet midden van durzend toe- 
juichingen van vreugde, door het vertrouwen en 
de dankbaerheid, verbond hy zich om de greot- 
ste pogingea in het werk te stellen tot het ver- 
wezenijken van de wemschen zyos harte en die 
van het kongres, Dit ligchaam bestemde veor 
hem een jaargeld ven 50,C00 dotlars, gedurende 
zyo oponthoud in Peru;ten zeifden tyd beslai- 
tende, dat de betaling daarvan vóór alle andere 
vorderingen zoude gaan. De grootmoedige Bo- 
livar wees op eene zedige wyze, deze voorzorg 
van de hund af, er byvoegende dat hy genoeg- 
raam Verzorgd was, door het jeergeid hem, 
deor de wetten van Colombia toegelegd. 

Een prachtig gestmaal werd op dien zelfden 
deg, ter zyner eere door het gouvernement 65- 
geven. 


MILITAIRE VERRIGTINGEN. 


Eene kolonne van de ezpeditie van den gene- 
raal Sacre, onder bevel van generaal Miller, 
bezeltede de stad van Arequipa op den 30sten 
Augustus. De eyand retireerde met 600 maa 
nes: Cangalle, en verloor velen door vermoe- 
yenis eenige kiygsgevangenen en wegloopers.— 
De vyand was vóór dit geval op den lâden Aug. 
door eene kolonne onder kelonel Rarmirex ver- 
stagen geworden. Arequips, eene der voor- 
nsemste steden in Peru, beeft den bevryder met 
vreugde en genoegen ontvangen. Generaal 
Sarte Craz heeft op den 2östen Aug. in de* Lea 
Pampe del T'amnbilto’’ eene overwinning behaaid 
over de Spaansche troepen onder Don Geroni- 
me Vsldez. De Spaansche generaal marscheer= 
de ven Pomaté met twee bataljons, twee eske- 
drons dragonders. en eenige eskadrons van de 
sacht van den generael Lunserna, en vier veld- 
stakken ; met welke magt hy te drie rein dea 
namiddag de Pergeansche srmee ontmoettede. 
Een algemeene slag had toen plaats, in dewel. 
ke de Spenjaarden verstrooid werden, en van 
een duizend tot twaalf bonderd, in dooden, ge- 
kwetsten en gevangenen op het veld letende-— 
Liacerne die Valdes volgâe, met drie bataljons, 
en drie eskadrons (zynde de troepen dewelke in 
July de hoofdstad ontruimd hadden) van den 
slechten aitslag des gevechts van den 25stea 
Aug. Vernemende sloeg den weg ia van “La 
Pampa de Mapameayo;” zonder in steat te zya 
dezelve te verlnten door gebrek aan noodwendig- 
beden. 

De patriotsche divisie ender kolonel Lanza 
vereenigde zich met die van den generaal Ga- 
marrae,cn beide achtervolgden den Speapschen 
chef Oranete, dewelkeCalemarca met over hees- 
ting verlaten had, na een gedeelselyk gevecht. 
De troepen van dezra officier liepen in groot ge- 
tal naar genereal Camarre over. 

Toen de Kourier die deze tyding mede ge 
bregt had, Lima verliet werd gen gerucht elaauc 
verspreid, volgens de berigten van de zyde, door 
den vyend bezet, dat Lacerna gebeel en el ver 
slepen was, ten gevolge van de oserwioning ven 
den 25eten Aug. Indien deze tyding bewuar- 
heid wordt, zet Cantersc genoodzaakt zye, bet 
vourbeeid van den generaal Morales te volgen.

The Spanish general merched from Pomelâ

ero. Loncerna who wan foiowing Valdes with

One would imugine, that after twelve years 
of hoirors end bloodshed u bered in by (bi» pa 
ternal end tender king in the same gertie 
elFuso, such language woold be es tedioue tu 
b'mse f, es it ie disgusting to ue, and outreging 
to bumenity. But thus it ie ever wich Spaurrh 
diplomacy—the reverse of Hem:et, *' 86 uses 
aaggers, but it speaks none” 

Toet Perdinund ie sincere however where hie 
object is to do evil, we car nut doubt ; and there- 
fore we do believe thet he will adopt euch ener 
gelic meerores, as poor eehausted Spuin can ef 
ford him. But to what cen bie utmost Malice 
ameont? Cen he find troops who will covvent 
to come here P—or consenting, «s perheape they 
May Under the dresd of Freoch beyonets, cen 
he clothe sad feed themP—psy them? or find 
vessels to transport them? Without French 
‘uceoar he cannot transport a soldier acrose the 
Atlantic ; end with it, he may kindie a Hume e- 
roand him, that mag yet consume bim. Shouid 
France by such a po icy become involved with 
England, she wijl need all hes resources to meet 
the erigency, and wilt heve neither soldiers nor 
money, to throw away, in bolstering up the ric- 
kety throne of Ferdinand, Bat aoder eny cir- 
cumstanees, she caanot sfford to continue for 
any considereb!e time, the enormous ez pense of 
maintsiniog her army and thet of ber ally, in 
an eshausted coustry : and from whatever Cause 
it mey be witbdrawo, the effect will be to open 


the Boodgates of revolution 
For we see nothing in the spirit of her people, 
the nsture of her institations, or the character 
of ber nobles, to indoce as to imagine, that the 
pest is repented of on the one sòde, or forgiven 
on the other. 

W hilst such is the fate of cor enemy, exhaont- 
ed by iaterne! Convalssons end bad goternment, 
we bave become strong, by conquest and union. 
Spain will not now find us what Morillo did, 
when he brought en army to perish on aar soil 
in 1815 —even cou'd eha now try the experi. 
rent. That France will interfere singiy in ber 
quarrel, we do not believe ; and stili jean do we 
believe, that England wouid be an indifferent 
»pectator of such en aggression, 

It seems to us however, thot Pern, es the on- 
'y point where the royal caose suli pertielly pre- 
vari. mey be esrinted wich some Vessels of war 
from Spain, end perhaps a few troops. What- 
ever can be done in the way of nppression. and 
'n consonance with the paternal designs of Fer. 
dinand, wili probubly be directed egainst that 
gountry, as be:ng valuable in itself, end in order 
thet by Keeping alive the royal cause ine pert 
of the continent, where it is not yer quìte estin- 
zUtshed, « central position uy be retained for 
‘he vubjagstion of the surrounding sections ste 
More convenient period, ‘The po'icy therefore 
which hes enticipated, and elready in » measure 
defested this object, becomes interesting, and 
entitled to oor highest commendatien. 

We confess that we have hitherto been as 
mong those who geve to Pero, the personel ser- 
vices of our liberetor end president grudging!y : 
end thet, (contrary to his oven opinion.) we hate 
eter deemed him pecolier!y celied on, by the 
liberal spirit of his polities,—his extensive con- 
ceptions.— and diplometie skill, to assome the 
exercise of the civil attributes witb which he is 
invested, and at the bead of the government of 
his eountry, consolidate the triamphes of its erms, 
But it mast be admitted, that bad the royal io- 
terest in Peru been strengthened, before herma- 
ny hed been restored in the independest go- 
vernment, and confidence acqaired by the pres 
sence of general Boliver and the Colombien 
troeps ; the contequenees might heve been an 
fatal to eur southern frontier, es te Peru itseif, 
Should Spain therefere be abie to succoar that 
country, 1 is probeble that this blow bas been 
sverted by the foresight and penetration of the 
iberstor. 

For ourselves, we think that we have little to 
feer fram Spein. The fortresses of the whole 
line of coast ere in our porsession, end wbilst 
we retam a meratime assendaney must continue 
«o. Bat, a slight effort on the pert of the ene- 
my will deprive us of thie: end therefore the 
sugmentstion of our navy should be oar leading 
peicy. With this defence, we are in a measure 
invu!nerabie, The week pointeof our eenst are 
rendered stcong by tbe berrenness of 1heir in- 
terior, and en arm7 recently from KEarope, 
wenld perish in traversing them. 

With al! dae contempt bowever For the king 
cf Spurm and his resources, prudence reqorres 
thet we should oet limits thereto ; oor f.j-ct ae 
impracticable, that which is mere!y improbeble. 
Oar security eboe'd conoi-t of something better 
than tbie— not in obstinate increde'ity, and tbe 
Weukness of nar enemy—but in cur owa coe- 
rege und strengtb. ‘F'hie is e re-ource that can 
pever fail us.
